Cox Tells Montana Voters 
the Senator Has Taken 
Eight Different Posi- 
tions on the League of 
Nations.

Great Falls, Mont., September 8. 
A new assault upon the internation- 
al policies of Senator Harding, re- 
publican presidential candidate, was 
made here tonight by Governor Cox, 
of Ohio, his democratic opponent, 
in the latter’s Montana campaign. 
Governor Cox declared Senator 
Harding had taken eight different 
positions. . 

At a public gathering here §to- 
night, ending a day of rear plat- 
form campaigning across northern 
Montana, the governor demanded a 
Gefinite statement from Senator 
Harding and suggested that the re- 
publican candidate referee a league 
of nations debate between Senator 
Johnson, of California, and former 
President Taft. 

“The campaign, even though we 
are more or less in the prelimina- 
ries,” said Governor Cox, “has 
reached a stage when we should 
take count of the situation. It would 
seem fitting to direct the nation’s 
thought to this outstanding thing: 
The changing, vacillating, incon- 
sistent attitude of the senatorial 
candidate for the presidency ‘on in- 
ternational questions, 


Cox on Harding’s Position. 

“Senator Harding's positidns have 
been as follows: 

1. “In the senate voted with mild 
reservationists. 

2, ‘In the senate, advocated and 
voted for the Lodge reservations. 

3. “In the senate, supported the 
Knox resolution for a separate 
peace with Germany. | 

4. “Nominated on a _ platform 
which declared ‘the league of na- 
tions has signally failed.’ 

5. “Speech of acceptance propos- 
ed separate peace with Germany 
and new relationship of nations to 
be established by him and the 
Scrapping of the league. 


new plan+the resurrection of the 
dead Hague tribunal under which 
occurred the Russo-Japanese, the 
Boer, the Balkan and the great 
world war. 

7. “Speech of September 6—‘the 
league has now passed beyond the 
possibility of restoration.’ 

8. “Same speech (September 6)— 
‘Amendment or revision or recon- 
Struction of the leagye covenant is 
Still among the possibilities.’ 

“It will be seen, therefore, that 
eight different Proposals have been 
made by a candidate for the con<« 
stitutional pogjtion of president, the 
officer who in a large measure ini- 
tiates the international policies of 
this republic. 

“Let us not forget in this connec- 
tion that republicans of all shades 
of opinion on this subject have vis- 
ited Marion, and without exception, 
whether the guest favored the 
league or opposed the league, he 
invariably reported to the press that 
he indorsed Senator Harding’s posi- 
tion as stated to him in confef- 
ences. All this would be laughable 
ic. 

Definite Decigon Wanted. 

“It is important that a definite 
decision come out of Marion. In 
this connection, 1 have a Sugges- 
tion which is that Senator Johnson, 
who is against any kind of a league, 


and ex-President Taft. who has in- 
dorsed the present league, conduct 


a joint debate on the front poreh 
at Marion and that Senator Har- 
ding render a decision which wil! 
be not only his decision, but his 
final decision.” 

Governor Cox here and in a num- 
ber of rear platform addresses also 
charaeterized Senator Harding as 
the “reactionary gandidate of the 
senatorial oligarchy and of big busi- 
ness Interests trying to buy the 
presidency.” 

Mr. Harding, the governor assert- 
ed, secured only seven hundred and 
twenty-three of 40.000 votes in the 


Montana republican primary. The 
democratic candidate reiterated 
charges that Mr. Harding was nom- 
inated by a “ring” at Chicago. 

Republican contribution charges 
also were repeated by - Governor 
Cox today to all of his audiences, 
many of which were picturesque 
with cowboys and Indians from 
nearby ranches. At Wolf Point 
early this morning, the governor 
appeared in pajamas, covered with 
his overcoat to address his first 
rear platform crowd. ‘He was join- 
ed at Wolf Point by Governor Stew- 

and National Committeeman J. 
ce Kremer. ‘ 

Governor Stewart -introduced the 
candidate to gatherings at points 
along the route. Bands were out at 
several towns and a Havre reep- 
tion committee boarded the train at 
Hartem.

MAY FILE INJUNCTION, 
SAYS SUFFRAGE LEADER 


One Woman in Dalton 
Refused Vote —No In- 
stance Yet Given Where 
Any Woman Cast a Bal- 
lot in Primary. 


Declaring that she had been de- 
nied the right to cast a vote in 
the primary Wednesday because of 
her sex and in violation of the 
19th amendment to the United 
States cqnstitution, Mrs. Mary L. 
McLendon, one of the best known 
equal suffrage ae in the south, 
has notified the United States au- 
thorities of the Iinctaent and has 
appealed to Secretary of State 
Bainbridge Colby ror instructions. 

Mrs. McLendon appeared at the 
voting precinct in the auction rooms 
of B. Bernard, at 87 South Pryor 
street, in the .second ward, which 
she declares is the proper place for 
her to have registered her ballot 
and demanded the right to vote. 
According to her statement she was 
told that she would not be allowed 
to cast @ ballot there, And her re- 
quést for a tickee was also re- 
Aused. 

Following the alleged refusal of 
the election ma@hagsers at the sec- 
ond ward precinct to aHNow Mrs. 


eoleanes to vote, the suffrage 
leader Wednesday arternoon made 


a statement concerning the matter. 
She also gave out the following tel- 
egram that she has sent to the 
United States secretary of state in 
Washington, D. C.: 

Telegram to Colby. 

Atlanta, Ga., September 8, 1920. 
“Hon. Bainbridge Colby,

“I have demanded ballot at proper 
voting place in ths city today, and 
have been refused the right“to vote 
on account of sex. Am qualified to 
vote under the 19th amendment. 
Please give instructions.”

_ Mrs. McLendon, who declares her 
belief in the right of women. to 
take part in the white primary on 
Wednesday, stated that she means 
to make every effort to secure her 
rights under the federal constitu- 
tion, and gave it out that she is 
considering the filing of an injunc- 
tion against the certification of the 
primary election of Wednesday on 
the grounds that the rejection of 
her vote’ was in violation of the 
law. . 
The noted suffragist leader also 
declared that she and others of her 
sex in the state had madé up their 
minds to take part In the genera] 
election of November, and gave 

arning toa the democratic party 
that to further deny the women the 
rights that have been given them 
under the constitution of the United 
States, which has been ratified by 
36 states of the unton, will possi- 
bly result-in a manner not in ac- 
cordance with the: desires of that 
party. 

Expect to Fight. 

“We expect to right for what is 
ours,” declared mrs. McLendon, 
“and the arrogance of the demo- 
cratic leaders will possibly lead to 
results that will be as surprising 
as they will be distasteful. The 
right to vete has been given the 
women of Georgia, and when the 
democratic party «eeaders take it 
upon themselves to abridge that 
right in the face of the federal con- 
stitution, they overlook the provi- 
sion that comgress has been given 
the power by the ratified amend- 
ment to enforce the law, and they 
also lose sight of a possibility that 


the women may choose not to vote 
in accord with the democratic 
party when the powers that Be are 
finally forced to yield to the women 
the privileges the federal laws now 
give them.” 

. McLendon did not state con- 
clusively just how she would pro- 
ceed with reference to the primary 
election, declaring she would await 
a reply to her telegram addressed 
to the secretary of state. She how- 
ever, indicated that ner resolve to 
enforce her right of suffrage was 
firm, and that she would hot rest 
until she was given tne peaceable 
privilege of casting her vote in all

Rome, September 8.—Italy is 
again suffering from an earthqua 
disturbance, the extent of which has 
not yet been measured. It is known. 
however. that hundreds of people 
have been killed and thous ; in- 
jured. Many small towns and vil- 
tages have been wrecked, and al- 
though assistance is being hurried 
from all parts of the country to the

zano, and many more were ‘injured, 
according to a dispatch to The Trib- 
una from Massa. 

Scores of lives are believed to have 
been lost in the district north of 
Florence, which was severely sha- 
ken by an earthquake yesterday 
morning. As reports from the 
stricken region come in over ‘alter- 
ing telegraph and telephone lIines. 
the extent of the disaster Seems to 
be growing. and there is a possi- 
bility that the damage done may be 
much more serious than was at first 
believed. 

Reports Aré Meager. 

The‘ territory violently disturbed 
seems to be lozenge-shaped, with 
Florence. at the southern apex, and 
It ex- 
tends along the Etruian coast and 
over the Appenines eastward for 
upwards of 100 miles. In this dis- 
trict there are many populous towns. 
and no tidings have as yet been re- 
ceived from many of them. There 
is 2very indication that the shock 
was a severe one, and reports from 
cities in the earthquake zone show 
that buildings crumbled beneath the 
Strain of the convulsion of the eath- 
quake.

which in time are likely to emerge 
from this decision, nor even the 
cleavage which it has made at one 
blow in the Anglo-French entente, 
thereby throwing France into the 
arms of America if those arms are 
held open.

the ‘finis’” of the last chapter of 
Britishy imperialism. “Labor will

With more deliberation and much 
more foresight a: body similar to 
the committee of conciliation was 
constituted when the Russian crisis 
became acute, but it was at once 
frankiv named the council of ac- 
tion. It derived itS temporary au- 
thority from the executive commit- 
tees of the three chief branches of 
the movement, the parliamentary 
party, the parliamentary committee 
of the trade union congress and the 
labor party. Its first action was to 
eall.a congress of delegates from 
the political and industrial organi- 
zations of the movement. To this 
congress it applied for complete and 
untrammeled authority to take 
whatever action might seem neces- 
sary in order to withdraw British 
Support entirely from those who 
wished to continue to make war. on 
soviet Russia or to assist others in 
so doing. Three simple resolutions 
made it clear that there wasto beno 
resérvation, no limit unon the au- 
thority of -the council of action. 
Moderate speakers, such as Clynes 
and Thomas and Margaret Bonad- 
field, further made it unmistakably 
clear to the congress that if thev 
adopted those resolutions thev were 
for the given purpose of eettiie up 
a dictatorship over the labor move- 
ment, although a dictatorship in 
which every tendency of labor opin- 
ion was represented. 

Challenge to Constitution. 

Thomas specifically warned them 
that the resolutions would be in ef- 
fect much more than simplv the 
authority to call a general strike. 
that they would constitute a chal- 
lenge to the whole constitutional 
fabric of this country. The warn- 
ing was greéted by prolonged 
cheers.

“The lord mayor® suddenly got 
much weakex,. The doctors are very 


anxious and have forbidden his rela-

~Mrs. MacSwiney on leaving Brix- 
ton prisen after visiting her hus- 


>band, said that twice this afternoon 


the attending physician had warn- 
ed her not to speak to her husband, 
as he was “living on his vitality.” 
She added that the mayor suffered 
from dizziness. 

Friends of the lord mayor, his 
wife said, were much encouraged at 
the presence in England of :Pre- 
mier Lloyd-George, who returned 
from Lucerne, and they hoped that 
something might ensue favoring the 
Irish prisoner. 

Great Blunder, Says Asquith. 

Former f&remier Asquith, answer- 
ing an appeal from swe a a 
Whitehouse, former liberal memDer 
of the house of commons, for his in- 
tervention in behalf of Mayor Mac- 
Swiney, said: . 

“I think the decision to allow 
the lord mayor of~Cerk to die in 
prison is a political blunder of the 
first magnitude. I would gladly 
intervene if any appeal of mine 
apuld lead even now to wiser coun- 
sels prevailing, but I fear that the 
latest declaration of the ministers 
precludes any such hope.” 

Father Dominic on leaving the 
prison late tonight also reported 
MacSwiney’s condition was much the 
same. Like Mrs. MacSwiney, the 
priest’ reported the prisoner had 
spells of dizziness during the eve- 


ning, but said he had not lost con-, 
sciousness. 

An inspired statement issued to- 
day indicated that Premier Lloyd- 
George is willingjto accept guaran- 
tees from Sinn Fein headquagetrs 
that police murders will cease, and 
that he does not require a personal 
guarantee from Lord Mayor Mac- 
Swiney. ; 

If such guarantees is forthcoming, 
it is set forth in the statement, 
MacSwiney and the hunger strikers 
in Cork jail would be released and 
held as virtual hostages, and if the 
murders were resumed they would 
again be sent to jail, thus, in effect, 
reverting to what was called the 
the “cat and mouse” policy adopted 
in the case of the suffragette hun- 
ger strikers. 

It is an interesting question 
whether the Sinn Feiners are pre- 
pared to give such an assurance as 
to satisfy this requirement. Up to 
the present. they have insisted upon 
unconditional release. 

Premier of Cork Strikes. 

In response to an urgent fepre- 
sentation from Sherif Barney, of 
the County of Cork, counselling 
the immediate release of the eleven 
untried hunger strikers in Cork jail. 
Premier Lloyd-Georgia today sent a 
message declaring that the hunger 
strikers all had been arrested “eith- 
er in the act of murderous attacks 
on police or soldiers ,or off clear evi- 
dent implicating them in such at- 
tacks ‘and they are engaged in a 
combined effort to prevent their 
trial and have' reduced themselves 
to a physical condition under 
which a trial is legally impossible. 

“The government.” continues the 
premier, “cannot allow men charged 
with such grave offenses to escape 
trial by their own act. If this were 
permitted, there would be am end 
to any possibility of the enforce- 
ment of law and the administration 
of justice.”

“Dr. Campbell, from the beginning, 
fave evidence of his peculiar fit- 
ness for this important work. He 
has possessed an insight, a patience, 
an intelligent sympathy that has 
given him the confidence of all of 
his pupils, an@ of the entire negro 
population of Augusta.

S The latest is an order from the 
internal revenue. bureau that phy- 
sicians may not prescribe booze for 
themselves, even though they are 
sick. Druggists are instructed not 
to fill such prescriptions. 

So the M. D. in need of a bracer 
will have to rely on the good will 
of a brother practitioner, or. use 
some of the six quarts he is al- 
lowed to have during a calendar 
year to administer to office pa- 
tients. ® 

Druggists are also told not to 
fill prescriptions when they. have 
good reason to believe the doctor 
is prescribing for other than legit- 
imate medical reasons or where the 
patient obtains prescriptions from 
more than one physician, thus ex- 
ceeding the pint-in-ten-days limit. 

Another order is aimed at moon- 
shine hootch. The “corn likkKer” of 
the bacawoods which has been find- 
ing its way into cities tM increas- 
ing quantities. Manufacturers of 
stills must report sales, the names 
of purchasers, and whére stills are 
to be set up, under a new rule. And 
there is the usual amount of addi- 
tional red tape in connection with 
the order.

It is interesting to note that the 
farmers have embarked upon a pol¢ 
icy of withholding their wheat in 
the hope of holding prices to high 
levels. This is a theory that has 
been tried before, bift it does not 
work’ out in practice with any de- 
gree of success. The country knows, 
for instance, that there is a crop 
of 770;000,000 bushels of wheat and 
it does not matter who owns it, for 
it will have to come out some time 
and that fact will be kept in mind 
when bidding prices up. 

Farmers mi&y be successful in ad- 
vancing prices through the with- 
holding of supply, but it does not 
follow that they can maintain 
prices at the high levels long 
enough to dispose of the wheat they 
have on hand. for all of them will 
want to tdke advantage of the high 
prices at the same time and the 
flood gates. will be opened an 
prices go a-tumbling. It makes no 
difference whether the market is 
cornered by the farmers themselves 
or some wicked. speculator on the 
\pboard of trade, the same laws gov-

London, Sepember 1.—It is early 
in the day to form an estimate of 
the future of the new British, com- 
munist party and the degree of in- 
fluence it is likely to exert. There 
are some who regard it as wholly 
insignificant. That is go doubt 
a short-sighted view. The general 
level! of intelligence among its 
members is high. Basing itself on 
Lenin’s cold and ruthless logic, it 
has the advantage of knowing ex- 
actly what it wants to obtain, 
which is a new departure from the 
approved method of British labor 


movements of arriving at the goal 
without knowing in what direction 
they are going. 

The party's own view of its func- 
tion is to act as a vanguard to the 
whole labor movement, and a per- 
petually agitating, educating force. 
Incidentally, it lays no emphasis on 
violence; no one received more ap- 
plause than the delegates who 
roundly declared he did not know 
one end of a gun from another and 
that the whole purpose of its work 
should be to make violence un- 
necessary. 

Probably the extent of its influ- 
ence largely depends upon the de- 
gree, to which it succeeds in per- 
meating and linking up with the 
industrial movement. Four workers’ 
committees (shop stewards) were di- 
rectly represented at the cbonfer- 
ence, a very small beginning. The 
shop’ stewards’ movement during 
the war, many felt, contained with- 
in itself the potentialities of a revo- 
lution. During times of peace a 
great accession of strength to the 
communist party is not probable. It 
is too alien to the character and 
historical traditions of the British 
people. But it is not impossible to 
imagine circumstances under which 
it would gather to itself elements 
which, whatever they called them- 
selves, might eventuate in the over- 
turn of the present structure of so- 
ciety. 

Affiliation With Labor. 

The question which aroused the 
warmest difference of ovinion 
amongst the 158 delegates at the 
inaugural conference of the com- 
munist party was that of affiliation 
or non-affiliation to the labor 
party. Affiliation was carried ¥ 
only a small majority. That it was 
varried at all was mainly due to 

enin’s advocacy of that course on 
the wholly cynical ground of ex- 
pediency. What the labor party 
will say to the proposal remains to 
be seen. It is not likely that they 
will welcome the adhesion of a 
group which regards it with such 
open contempt and whose ends dif- 
fer so fundamentally from its won. 

The launching of the party marks 
a distinct stage in the history of 
British socialism. Its importance 
lies in the fact tha€ it is the ex- 
pression of a cleavage which is uni- 
versal. In every country in Europe 
today socialists are divided into two 
camps. On the one side are those 
who hold to the idea of the grad- 
ual transformation of the _ social 
system by the cumulative effect of 
suceessive increments of change, at- 
tained and secured by parliament- 
ary action... On the other are those 
who, deriving their inspiration from 
Moscow, look to the establishment 
of communism through the opera- 
tion or soviets and the temporary 
distatorship of the proletariat and 
who would employ parliamentary 
action, if at all, only as a means 
to its own ultimate exposure and 
destruction. The proportion between } 
the two sections varies all the way 
from the overwhelming predomi- 
nance of bolshcvismin Russia to the 
almost equally overwhelming pre- 
dominance of conservative’ trade 
unionism and reformist scoialism in 
Great Britain. 


Represents Merger. 

The new communist party repre- 
sents the mergigg of several left- 
wing socialist groups—notably the 
British,socialist party and the so- 
cialist labor party. The present 
measure of unity was only attain- 
ed after eighteen months’ delibera- 
tions and even now the unfty is not 
complete, as Miss Sylvia Pankhurst, 
who is a kind of incarnation of tne 
“dissidence of dissent.” broke with 
the other groups on the question of 
tactics, and carried off her workers’ 
socialist federation to form a’‘smal}l 


wy NWN. 
‘“. ~nnot be said that the new 
party” .s imposing in numbers 
probably 10,000 would be a too lib- 
eral estimate of its actual 
membership. Nor is it strong in 
leaders of outstanding ability or 
proved experience. Arthur McManus 
the chairman, is undoubtedly an 
able man. He was a shop! steward 
leader during the war and one of 
the government’s ortees from 
the Clyde. Robert ams, secre- 
tary of the transport workers, has 
acquired a national reputation 


an industrial leader. He is a man 
who habitually employs rather vio- 
lent and intemperate language, but 
this is not accompanied by a cor- 
responding rash precipitancy of ac- 
tion. Then there age two or three 
fairly well-known trade unionists. 
W. Mellor. the brilliant industrial 
editor of The Herald, and-Colone! 
L’istrange Malone, M. P., who in 
eighteen months has passed from 
being a coalition liberal to. inde- 
pendent liberalism and thence into 
the ranks of communism.
